News from Our Local Churches 


The Southeast Conference welcomes into full 
membership in the United Church of Christ the 
following congregations: 


RIM (Restoration Inclusive Ministries) International, 
of Decatur, GA. Their pastor, Sonya Williams, led them 
into the UCC as a congregation with ties to The Fellowship, 
a national ONA predominantly African-American coalition of 
congregations lead by the bishop Yvette Flunder. Describing 
themselves as a church "for the Whosoevers" they are 
proud to join with the call of the UCC that "no matter who 
you are or where you are on life's journey, you are 
welcomed..." 


Open Table Community of Faith, Mobile, AL, led by 
their pastor Ellen Sims. Open Table began its life four years 
ago as a new church start in the UCC, and worships at 
about 50 members. They welcome a diverse gathering into 
their membership and have become social justice leaders in 
Mobile. 


Covenant Community Church, in Center Point, AL, led 
by Pastor JR Finney. Covenant is located in a suburb of 
Birmingham, and is a congregation worshiping at 250. They 
have an active outreach to the LGBT people of Birmingham, 
and a creative online ministry, which reaches around the 
globe. The church mission fits closely with the extravagant 
welcome of the UCC, describing themselves as "an inclusive 
community of faith - Offering Hope, Showing Faithfulness, 
and Sharing Joy." 


Phoenix Christian Church, of Wildersville, TN, is a 
small congregation located over an hour west of Nashville, 
which is proudly inclusive. They are currently served by a 
rotation of ministers from Holy Trinity Community UCC, 
Nashville. 


The Southeast Conference Board of Directors voted at 
its meeting on April 20th to authorize a new church 
start, Praxis UCC, in Americus, GA, and to call Kirk 
Lyman-Barner as their pastor. Those who are seeking to 
form this new church are meeting in Kirk and his wife Cory's 
living room in a gathering over a dozen people. Together 
they are seeking to establish a presence of welcoming and 
integrated Christianity in Americus. 
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Praxis, UCC in Atlanta participated in native grass 
planting to create sustainable meadow along the Beltline 
- light rail and walking trails that are being developed to 
increase transportation and health around the city of 
Atlanta. They partnered with Journey Shelter bringing 
some of the men there for a day of earth care and sharing 
in the community.

News from the Conference and Associations 


The Conference Board of Directors at its meeting on April 
20th took the following actions: 


® Reviewed the budget for 2013 that will be 
recommended to the annual meeting of the 
conference, and noted that they have approved it 
with the hope that additional money will raised to 
address the projected deficit. 
Approved the release of the money in the Elizabeth 
Talmage Scholarship Fund to the St. John's River 
College in Florida to continue the scholarship in that 
school. 
Approved the report of the nominating committee to 
the annual meeting of the conference which reflects 
the changes to the bylaws of the conference and 
reduces the size of the Board from twenty-eight to 
twenty members. 
Reviewed the progress of the Commission on Ministry 
and its committee structure, and commended them 
for their excellent work in a challenging undertaking. 
Received with appreciation a report from the team 
that attended the Southern Region of the UCC 
meeting to explore collaboration among the four 
conferences of the Southern Region, which are 
Southern, Southeast, Florida, and South Central. 
They agreed to begin to organize a regional website 
for the conferences.

PATHWAYS holds so much promise for so many!" 
"Walking into a setting where the new Members in 
Discernment had gathered for a retreat and seeing 
two rooms full of people eager to prepare for ministry 
in the United Church of Christ." 


Each of these stories says something about our 
ministry and how we have built this Conference and 
the United Church of Christ in the South. We appealed 
to our long tradition of prophetic witness, which 
extends back to the days of building schools and 
churches for the emancipated slaves after the Civil 
War, by reclaiming a spirit in this time of inclusiveness 
in our churches and ministries for same gender loving 
people. The other themes that emerged from these 
stories were those of empowering and equipping 
people for ministry, and our resolve to be a people of 
service. The next question to us, having looked at our 
past, and reflected on where we are in the present, is, 
"where do we go from here?" Our witness has been 
powerful through the years, and I am confident as 
each of you as a Conference begin to wrestle with 
your next steps, you will continue to be a powerful 
witness. It is, after all who God has called you to be.
